As in the previous year, the schools were located in six 
divisions. he fall term in division 3 was discontinued during 
the second week, provision being made for teaching the one 
scholar attending the school at home. Of the five scholars be- 
longing to division 7, two had schooling accommodations at 
Hillsboro’ Bridge, one in Manselville division, and the remain- 
ing three (the Bemis children) in Bennington. Of the nine 
teachers employed in the town district, seven had formerly 
taught in one or the other of the divisions. It is sufficient to 
say that their labors in the present instances have been accom- 
panied with marked success. 

The egress and ingress of families in division 1 changed 
the character of the school, requiring an energetic teacher. The 
position was well filled by Miss Lincoln, who closed her school 
with a fine examination and exhibition, at the town hall. 

The school in the Manselville division, under the charge of 
Miss Codman during the fall term, closed with successful results. 
We might remark, the average attendance in division 4 during 
the fall term was nineteen out of a whole number of twenty-four. 
Some of the children came nearly two miles from three old 
school districts and the borders of Weare. On the closing day 
the examination taking place in the forenoon, the afternoon was 
devoted to recitations, dialogues, etc., nearly forty visitors be- 
ing present. We think there has been less non-attendance in 
the schools for the year than are usually recorded. When 
teachers make their schools so interesting that parents declare 
they cannot keep their children away from school, there is no 
need of the employment of truant officers or any other means 
to enforce attendance. 

Should the sum total of the available school money for the 
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coming year be found inadequate to keep the schools in session 
twenty weeks we hope the district will appropriate $100.00 to 
that end. No money will be required this year for repairs of 
school houses, as enough money remains of last year’s appropria- 
tion for that purpose. Some other matters connected with the 
schools might be mentioned, but may as well be deferred until 
the annual meeting, not forgeting, in closing to thank parents, 
teachers, scholars, and all others interested in the education of 
our youth, for their co-oporation, assistance, and support.
